The Wakefield Committee on Public Safety was appoint- 
ed by the Selectmen on April 14, 1917, with the following 
membership: William N.. Rogers, chairman; Herman H. 
Sanborn, secretary; Frank J. Leavitt, William M. Lord, 
Nathan O. Weeks, Everett J. Tibbetts, J. Frank Farnham, 

This committee, at its first and only meeting, held on 
April 20, 1917, appointed the following sub-committees: 
On Food Production, Conservation and Distribution: Ev- 
erett K. Freeman, chairman; Winfield S. Chase, secretary; 
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Charles F. Bancroft, Clarence O. Meserve, Melville A. 
Marsh, John E. Corson, Edwin A. Himes. On State Pro- 
tection: Myron L. Johnson, chairman; Wilbur E. Knight, 
secretary; Arthur L. Foote, John Gage, Henry C. Tibbetts. 

During the season of 1917 a campaign for an increased 
production of foodstuffs was carried on with excellent re- 
sults, shown in a larger number of “‘war’’ gardens and an 
increased acreage of general farm crops. Wheat was, for 
the first time in many years, sown by many farmers. In 
1918, a larger number of farmers sowed wheat, with very 
good yields. 

A fund of $100 was placed at the disposal of the comniit- 
tee to defray expenses that it might incur. The financial 
report follows:

I present the following report for the year ending Feb- 
puaryies,1OLo. 

The library during the past year has been open for the 
distribution of books two days each week, both afternoon 
and. evening. We have served directly 108 persons who 
have availed themselves of the opportunity of borrowing 
books, and, through them, a much larger number have 
been reached. It may be interesting to note that 58 of our 
patrons are children, who are most reewiae and enthusiastic | 
in their attendance. . 

The entire circulation for the year is 3,134 volumes. Of 
this number, 705 were magazines; 1,471 fiction; 78 non- 
fiction; and 880 juvenile, books.
